Who is the Head of a Family 

For income tax purposes there can 
be only one head of a family. In 
addition to being the chief finan- 
cial support, the head of a family 
must be related by blood, marriage, 
or adoption to his dependents, and 
he must have a legal or moral obli- 
gation to exercise family control 
over them and provide for their care 
- As such he is entitled to the same 
exemption allowed a married person 
—$2,000. 

There are some unusual cases un- 
der this classification. A single 
person, who supports and maintains | 
in one household one or more in- ' 
dividuals who are closely connected | 
by blood, marriage or by adoption, 
and whose right to exercise family 
contro] and provide for them is bas- | 
ed upon a legal or moral obliga- 
tion, is the head of a family, and as 
such is entitled to the exemption al- i 
lowed a married person—$2,000. In 
addition he may claim a credit of 
$400 for each dependent. 

Another example not so much out 
of the usual is this: A widower who 
Supports in his household his aged 
mother and his child 17 years of age 
is the head of a family, and as such | 
is entitled to an exemption of $2.- | 
000 and a credit of $800 for two! 
dependents. 

Not infrequently a case like this | 
is reported: It involves the support } 
of an indigent adult by a single 
person who is morally and legally | 
obligated to provide a home for 
this individual. In such a case the 
exempt:ct as the head tamis

may be allowed—the circumstances 
of each case are considered in mak- 
ing the determination. If the in- 
dividual so supported is not finan- 
cially dependent, even though the 
taxpayer maintains a common home 
and furnishes the chief support, the 
latter may not claim the exemption. 

A taxpayer who supports in his 
home his minor children over whom 
he exercises family control is clas- 
sified as the head of a family ,even 
though the children may have an 
income of their own sufficient for 
their maintenance. If he does not 
suport them, by reason of their own 
income, but does exercise family 
control, he cannot be classified as 
the head of a family. 

What is a “Family?” 

“In one household” is a phrase 
which confronts a great many tax- 
payers when they come to make out 
their income tax returns. What do

FOUR MINING 
BILLS NOTED 


Mass Of Proposed Acts 
Includes “Freaks”: One 
Hits Roosters’ Crowing

COLFAX—We would like to dis- 
cuss in detail some of the proposed 
measures which may be of interest 
to the people of the Sixth Assembly 
District but that will be impossible 
until we receive the printed bills. 
When we left Sacramento following 
the recess, but 350 of the 2564 bills 
introduced in the Assembly had 
been printed. Likewise but a small 
number of the bills introduced in 

the Senate had been printed. 


In every session, there are nu- 
merous “freak” bills introduced. 
Last session there was the “sugar 
bowl” bill and this session there is 
the bill to prohibit roosters from 
being kept within 300 feet of any 
dwelling in any city. 

Of course the “freak” bils are in 
the minority. The many measures 
introduced are not necessarily new 
laws proposed but a large number of 
bills introduced are amendments 
to existing laws. There are many 
have been introduced 
fish and game code.

Fletcher, would require county re- 
/corders when requested, to furnish 
certified abstracts of title, showing 
instruments of record, required in 
proseedings to obtain patent to 
mineral lands of the United States. 

Senate Bill No. 845, by Senator 
Dillinger, relates to mining claims, 
tunnel locations and mill sites and 
the recording of notice of location, 
ete. 

Senator Jesse Mayo has introduc- 
ed a bill which will again permit 
the Division of Mines to handle the 
sale of their publications. At the 
present time, such Publications are 
handled by the Bureau of Docu- 
ments. 

Your assemblyman was co-au- 
thor with Assemblyman Rodney 
Turner of Kern County, on an as- 
sembly joint resolution memorializ- 
ing congress ang the President of 
the United States to exempt al in- 
come from gold mining from all ex- 
cess profit taxes, as has done under 
the Excess Profits Tax Law of 1917. 
The resoution passed both in the 
assembly and in the senate. 

Of interest to the sportsmen of 
the district, a total of 174 bills per- 
taining to fish and game have been 
introduced, 61 in the Senate and 113 
in the Assembly. We will discuss 
some of these bills in a later ar- 
ticle.

Dr. Myers Discusses Child Discipline 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ Much of the advice to parents 
on discipline has been written 
from the viewpoint of the child in 
the classroom or nursery school. 


In the nursery school, for exam- 
le, the child goes through a regu- 
ar routine, lies down for a nap at 

a regular time and eats when and 
what the other children eat. If he 
gets too much out of step with the 
group he is merely isolated. The 
impression is given that the par- 
ent ought to be able to guide the 
child at home just as easily; and 
more easily, indeed, since he is 
only one. 

This very fact that he is only 
one renders the parent’s problem 
of discipline much harder than it 
is at the nursery school. When her 
child is with the group he tends to 
fall in line with the other children, 
and when he must be isolated from 


» the a p he finds his pleasures 


ly interfered with. But. at 

ome, when he is isolated, the 
effect may be very different. Un- 
less he has a twin brother or sis- 
ter, he is merely cut off from older 
or younger playmates; more often 


only from adults. 


Keep Child.in Sight 
Anyway, the child sent to his

books—but merely be restrained 
from walking about. If he wishes 
to converse with you then, or ask 
questions, let him do so. Act en- 
tirely as if nothing unusual had 
happened; only don’t argue with 
him or be affected in any way by 
his promises, cries or pleadings. 


The Clock Decides 


Let him know that the elock 
alone will tell him when his sen- 
tence ends. No indeterminate sen- 
tence, if you want to make his 
punishment impersonal and effec- 
tive. When the time is up, don’t 
ask him to promise to be good. 

By and by he, like a philosopher, 
will meet such punishment with- 
out emotion and will quietly sub- 
mit to it ag inevitable, merely in- 
terested in how long. If, instead 
you ordered him to sit there till 
you told him to get down he would 
argue, cry, beg, plead, and you 
also would betray emotions. The 
child from three to ten may ac- 
quire great respect for the deci- 
sion of a clock; hardly can he have 
so much for ours. We get head- 
aches, lose our tempers and we 
wabble; but the clock does not. 

Solving Parent Problems 

Q. Please suggest a good plan 
for teaching table manners. 

A. Observe good manners your- 
self in a quiet, calm, happy meal- 
time atmosphere. Occasionally 
make gentle positive suggestions 
on the proper way to eat, one item 
at a time. Compliment the child 
often on items of his good man- 
ners.
